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Officials  Seek  Artery 
Parcels  as  Redress 
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CCBA  and  Tenants 
May  Buy  Tai  Tung

The  Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent 
Association  (CCBA)  board  last  month 
voted  to  study  the  feasibility  of  purchas¬ 
ing,  in  conjunction  with  the  building’s 
tenants,  Tai  Tung  Village  in  Chinatown. 

Although  the  details  of  the  plan  have 
not  been  worked  out  and  a  consultant  will 
probably  be  hired  to  study  the  idea,  the 
CCBA  would  be  purchasing  the  building 
at  the  urging  of  the  Tai  Tung  Village 
Tenants  Association,  according  to  CCBA 
chairman  Henry  Szeto. 

If  CCBA  purchases  Tai  Tung  Village 
and  in  turn  allows  the  tenants  to  buy  it,  it 
could  be  a  major  step  in  altering  the 
character  of  a  building  that  was  originally 
constructed  to  house  low  and  moderate 
income  people. 

Henry  Yee,  president  of  the  Tai  Tung 
Village  Tenants  Association,  said  the 
tenants  wanted  to  buy  the  building  to 
assure  that  it  would  stay  in  the  hands  of 
the  Chinese  community  and  also  to  assure 
that  it  would  remain  affordable  over  the 
long  term. 

Yee,  who  estimated  there  are  about 


1,000  people  living  in  Tai  Tung,  said  that 
the  tenants,  CCBA,  and  any  other 
neighborhood  non-profit  group  have  the 
option  to  buy  the  building  as  of  May  1  as 
part  of  the  original  agreement. 

He  said  the  association  currently 
wanted  to  buy  the  entire  building  and  the 
question  of  ownership  of  individual  apart¬ 
ments  hadn’t  been  discussed. 

In  explaining  the  board’s  decision, 
Szeto  said  the  move  was  being  made 
because  some  of  the  building’s  tenants 
-some  of  whom  have  lived  in  the  building 
for  15  or  20  years  -  would  prefer  to  own 
the  building  rather  than  continue  to  pay 
out  higher  and  higher  rents.  “They  would 
rather  own  a  piece  of  the  rock,”  said 
Szeto. 

Bounded  by  Harrison  Avenue  and  Hud¬ 
son  Street,  the  220-unit  Tai  Tung  Village 
was  opened  in  1973.  While  the  DCA 
Development  Corp.  was  the  original 
managing  general  partner  in  Tai  Tung 
Apartments  Co.,  that  firm  went  bankrupt 
and  was  replaced  by  Boston  Financial 
Technology  Group  Inc.  (Later  renamed 
Continued  on  Page  7

Saying  they  want  redress  for  past  land 
takings,  Chinatown  officials  are  already 
staking  their  claims  on  four  parcels  of 
land  expected  to  become  available  with 
the  construction  of  the  planned  Central 
Artery-Third  Harbor  Tunnel  project. 

Skip  Smallridge,  manager  of  urban 
design  and  architecture  for  the  Central 
Artery  project  consultants,  said  four 
parcels  of  land  should  be  available  as  a 
result  of  the  new  artery  construction. 

They  include:  a  roughly  90,000-square 
-foot  parcel  running  along  Hudson  Street; 
a  narrow  26,000-square-foot  parcel  with 
some  frontage  on  Kneeland  Street  and  in 
the  vicinity  of  Lincoln  Street;  a 
40,000-square-foot  parcel  running  beside 
and  behind  the  steam  plant  on  Kneeland 
Street;  and  a-200,000  square-foot  parcel 
-known  as  the  infield  -  that  runs  along  the 
Atlantic  Avenue  extension  and  behind  the 
Wang  building. 

Smallridge  said  the  land  -  most  of 


which  will  be  controlled  by  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority  -  has 
been  created  by  “squaring  off’  the  maze 
of  ramps  in  the  area  where  the  turnpike 
meets  the  artery. 

Saying  that  the  land  could  be  used  for 
“anything  whatever  that  people  want  to 
consider,”  Smallridge  explained  that  the 
highway  “has  been  designed  to  create  a 
better  edge  along  Chinatown.” 

Because  many  acres  of  the 
neighborhood’s  land  were  lost  in  the 
1950’s  and  1960’s  to  construction  of  the 
current  central  artery  and  the  Mass. 
Turnpike  extension,  Chinatown  officials 
are  now  suggesting  that  the  new  land  by 
right  should  revert  to  Chinatown  control. 

“It’s  probably  land  that  was  taken  and 
probably  belongs  to  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity,”  said  William  Moy,  moderator 
of  the  Chinatown-South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council,  who  added  that 
the  neighborhood  wants  to  ‘  ‘get  some  sort 
of  community  control  over  that  process.  ” 

Although  Moy  wasn’t  specific  on  what

Tufts  Plans  Two  New 
Tyler  St.  Buildings 


Tufts  University  recently  unveiled  a 
new  master  plan  for  its  Chinatown 
facilities  that  calls  for  the  construction  of 
two  new  buildings  on  Tyler  Street. 

Although  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA)  for  months  now  has 
been  holding  discussions  with  both  Tufts 
and  the  New  England  Medical  School 
(NEMC)  on  their  individual  master 
plans,  the  March  20  Community  Meeting 
at  the  Josiah  Quincy  School  marked  the 
first  time  that  a  Tufts  official  had 
presented  the  university’s  plan  to  the 
community  at  large. 

The  Tufts  and  NEMC  master  plans  are 
being  developed  and  presented  to  the 
community  as  part  of  an  overall  plan  for 
the  neighborhood  that  includes  the 
development  of  a  Chinatown  master  plan 
and  new  neighborhood  zoning  regula¬ 


tions. 

Under  the  current  Tufts  plan,  a  new 
medical  research  building  would  be  con¬ 
structed  on  the  current  Tyler  Street  site  of 
the  South  Cove  YMCA  -  known  as  Parcel 
R1  and  owned  by  the  BRA,  according  to 
David  Moffatt,  Tufts  University’s  vice 
president  for  operations. 

In  addition,  the  university  would  build 
a  second  research  building  on  a  section  of 
the  Posner  Hall  parking  lot  bounded  by 
Tyler  Street,  Harvard  Street,  Harrison 
Avenue  and  the  edge  of  the  town  houses 
along  Tyler  Street  . 

The  parking  lot  building  would  rise  no 
higher  than  nine  stories  or  about  as  high 
as  the  adjacent  Tufts  building,  while  the 
YMCA  site  facility  would  rise  no  higher 
than  the  adjacent  75  Kneeland  Street 
building.

Limited  Slots  at  Popular  Quincy  School 


Although  Chinatown  parents 
in  theory  will  now  be  able  to 
select  a  public  school  for  their 
children,  many  who  select  the 
Josiah  Quincy  Elementary 
School  may  be  disappointed 
because  of  the  limited  number  of 
slots  in  that  school. 

Under  the  new  student  assign¬ 
ment  plan,  the  city  is  divided  in¬ 
to  four  zones  -  East,  West, 
North,  and  a  city-wide  high 
school  zone.  And  while  parents 
will  be  able  to  send  their 
children  to  any  school  in  their 
zone,  there  is  no  assurance  they 
will  get  their  first  choice. 

Moreover,  the  number  of 
choices  available  to  Chinatown 
parents  will  be  limited  because 
so  many  students  are  in  bilingual 
education  programs,  according 
to  school  officials. 

Under  the  current  assignment 
plan,  parents  are  assigned 
schools  according  to  a  geo-code, 
which  depends  on  their  street  ad¬ 
dress.  But  under  the  new  plan, 
parents  will  be  asked  to  choose 
as  many  as  five  schools  from 
their  district,  with  their  children 
being  placed  in  one  of  their 
choices. 

Because  Chinatown  is  in  the 
North  Zone,  parents  will  be  able 
to  choose  among  26  elementary 
schools  if  their  children  are  not 
in  bilingual  education.  But  since 
a  large  number  of  Chinatown 
children  are  in  bilingual  pro¬ 
grams,  parents  will  have  only 
three  choices  for  elementary 
school  students:  the  Josiah  Quin¬ 
cy  School,  the  Baldwin  School, 
and  the  Harvard-Kent  School. 

Although  the  three  schools  are 
the  ones  that  all  Chinese  bil¬ 
ingual  students  currently  attend, 
parents  under  the  new  plan  can 
choose  among  the  three  schools 
rather  than  have  their  children 
assigned  to  one. 

While  Chinatown  middle 
school  students  will  have  five 
schools  to  choose  from,  bil¬ 
ingual  students  will  only  be  able 
to  choose  the  Edwards  Middle 
School.  Chinatown  bilingual 
high  school  students  will  also 
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have  one  choice  -  Charlestown 
High  School,  which  is  the  school 
they  currently  attend. 

The  new  assignment  plan  will 
apply  only  to  students  in 
kindergarten,  and  grades  1  and  6 
in  the  1989-1990  school  year, 
but  will  be  in  effect  for  all 
grades  in  the  1990-1991  school 
year. 

Parents,  however,  will  still 
have  the  option,  under  a  grand¬ 
father  clause,  to  continue  to  send 
their  children  to  their  current 
schools,  though  busing  will  only 
be  provided  for  two  years. 

In  making  decisions  on  plac¬ 
ing  students,  the  school  depart¬ 


ment  will  give  priority  to 
students  who  live  within  walking 
distance  from  a  school  or  who 
have  siblings  attending  a  school. 

In  assigning  students  to 
schools,  the  school  department 
must  assure  that  the  racial 
makeup  of  individual  schools 
reflects  the  racial  makeup  of  the 
district,  plus  or  minus  10  per¬ 
cent. 

Bak-Fun  Wong,  principal  of 
the  Quincy  School,  suspects  that 
many  Chinatown  parents  will 
want  to  send  their  children  to  the 
Ouincy  School  because  it’s  in 
neighborhood.  He  said, 
however,  that  there  will  almost

certainly  be  a  waiting  list  and 
that  not  all  parents  will  be  able  to 
send  their  children  to  the  school. 

“There  will  be  some  people 
who  will  be  disappointed,”  said 
Wong,  who  nonetheless  feels 
that  parents  shouldn’t  choose  a 
school  only  because  it’s  nearby. 
He  said  the  new  plan  is  also 
meant  to  improve  the  quality  of 
schools  citywide  because  now 
they  will  be  competing  for 
students. 

“For  most  kids,”  said  Betsy 
Tregar,  director  of  city-wide  bil¬ 
ingual  programs,  “I  don’t  think 
it  will  affect  how  they  go  to 
school.” 

Tregar  said  that  “if  a  school  is 
real  popular  not  everyone  who 
requests  it  is  going  to  get  it,” 
and  Quincy,  she  added,  is  a 
“popular  school.”  She  said, 
however,  that  there  will  be  a 
waiting  list  so  students  would 
have  another  chance  to  attend 
their  first  choice  school. 

Tregar  said  that  the  school 
department  is  also  studying  the 
possibility  of  offering  bilingual 
education  in  more  schools  so 
that  parents  of  bilingual  students 
will  have  more  choice. 

While  the  new  assignment 


plan  has  been  approved  by  the 
school  committee,  it’s  passage 
was  not  without  controversy. 
The  four  black  school  committee 
members  voted  against  the  plan 
on  the  ground  that  it  would  not 
not  serve  the  best  interests  of 
black  students.  They  threatened 
a  legal  challenge  to  the  plan  if 
the  committee  approved  it. 

The  current  school  assignment 
program  was  instituted  in  1974 
after  a  federal  court  ordered 
Boston  to  desegregate  its 
schools.  In  1986,  however,  a 
court  ruling  concluded  that  the 
city’s  school  system  had  been  in¬ 
tegrated  to  the  extent  possible, 
thus  opening  the  door  for  the 
school  committee  to  develop  the 
new  plan.  The  plan  was 
developed  by  Charles  Willie  and 
Michael  Alves,  two  consultants 
hired  by  the  city. 

Starting  April  10,  the  schools 
will  begin  sending  information 
on  the  new  assignment  plan 
home  with  students,  and  parents 
will  have  until  May  IS  to  study 
the  information  and  select  a 
school,  according  to  Ian  For¬ 
man,  the  school  department’s 
public  information  officer.

Tempers  Flare  Once  Again  Over  Trash 


When  representatives  from 
three  Chinatown  organizations 
signed  an  agreement  with  the  ci¬ 
ty  last  year  to  make  a  concerted 
effort  to  keep  the 
neighborhood’s  streets  clean, 
there  was  general  agreement  that 
the  area  had  an  obvious  trash 
and  garbage  disposal  problem. 

As  part  of  the  agreement,  the 
•city  would  strictly  enforce  the 
city’s  sanitary  code  while 
Chinatown  organizations  would 
take  a  number  of  steps  to  pro¬ 
mote  a  cleaner  neighborhood.  At 
the  same  time,  the  city  would 
distribute  plastic  trash  con¬ 
tainers  to  restaurants  and 
residences  in  an  effort  to  keep 
garbage  covered. 

So  when  a  group  of 
Chinatown  restaurant  owners  at¬ 
tended  a  Boston  Licensing 
Board  hearing  last  week,  charg¬ 
ing  that  they  were  being  unfairly 
harrassed  by  a  city  official  and 
singled  out  for  violations  that 
could  perhaps  be  found  in  many 
restaurants  in  the  neighborhood, 
the  difficulty  bf  fairly  and  effec¬ 
tively  changing  the  way  this 
crowded  neighborhood  disposes 
of  its  trash  once  again  surfaced. 

The  hearing  brought  into 
focus  once  again  the  ongoing 
struggle  between  the  city  and  the 
neighborhood’s  restaurants  to 
develop  a  procedure  to  keep 
trash  and  garbage  off  the  streets 
without  raising  tempers. 

“There’s  no  question  in  our 
minds  that  Chinatown  is  suffer¬ 
ing  from  the  trash  problem,” 
said  Chinatown-South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  member 
Davis  Woo,  who  added  that 
customers  won’t  return  if  they 
find  the  area  dirty. 

The  licensing  hearing  was  at¬ 
tended  by  representatives  from 
six  restaurants  in  the  Chinatown 


New  plastic  trash  containers  on  Harrison  Avenue  near  the  Chinatown  Mall. 
Mall  at  44-46  Beach  St.,  which  charged  that  his  establishment 


had  been  cited  for  a  number  of 
fire  code  violations  as  well  as 
trash  disposal  citations  that  were 
still  outstanding. 

The  March  23  hearing  was 
held  after  the  Licensing  Board 
refused  to  approve  a  common 
victualer’s  license  for  the  Wua 
Pei  restaurant  on  the  mall’s  se¬ 
cond  floor.  When  the  restaurant 
was  sold  to  its  current  owner, 
the  city  refused  to  issue  the  new 
owner  a  license  on  the  grounds 
that  trash  from  the  building  was 
not  being  disposed  of  properly. 

When  the  owner  of  Wua  Pei 


was  being  unfairly  singled  out 
for  the  violations,  since  there 
was  no  way  to  tell  which  of  the 
six  restaurants’  trash  was  being 
improperly  disposed  of,  the 
board  ordered  all  the  restaurant 
owners  to  appear  at  the  hearing 
to  settle  the  matter. 

And  while  Richard  Iannella, 
the  city’s  Code  Enforcement 
director,  said  last  week  that  the 
restaurants  haven’t  received  a 
ticket  “since  the  middle  of 
February,”  and  that  progress 
was  being  made  in  cleaning  up 


the  neighborhood,  he  explained 
that  the  owner  of  the  building  - 
Sidney  Yeung  -  had  $550  worth 
of  outstanding  trash  disposal 
tickets  issued  prior  to  that  date. 

Iannella,  who  agreed  that  the 
density  of  the  neighborhood 
makes  it  difficult  to  keep  clean, 
said  that  the  tickets  were  issued 
to  the  landlord  because  inspec¬ 
tors  couldn’t  tell  which 
restaurants  owned  the  improper¬ 
ly  placed  trash. 

In  the  course  of  last  week’s 
hearing,  Larry  Murray,  the  at¬ 
torney  for  Boston  Chinatown 
Plaza  Inc.,  which  has  a  sublease 
to  operate  the  six  restaurants  in 
the  mall,  charged  that  Yon  Lee, 
the  Mayor’s  Office  of 
Neighborhood  Services’  liaison 
to  the  Chinese  community,  had 
formerly  been  employed  as  a 
building  manager  by  the  mail’s 
owner  and  is  also  a  tenant  of  the 
building  now.  He  suggested  last 
week  that  Lee’s  involvement  in 
the  dispute  as  a  representative  of 
the  city  may  be  a  conflict  of  in¬ 
terest. 

Murray,  as  well  as  a  mall 
restaurant  spokesman,  charged 
that  Jeung  wants  to  break  his 
lease  with  the  restaurants  and 
sell  the  building  and  that  Lee 
was  singling  out  the  restaurants 
for  violations  to  help  him  do  it  -a 
charge  that  Lee  strongly  denies. 

Lee,  meanwhile,  said  that  he 
no  longer  served  as  the  mail’s 
building  manager.  While  he  said 
that  the  owner  “may  want  to  sell 
the  building,”  he  added  that, 
“What  he  does  is  his  business.  I 
don’t  have  anything  to  gain  by 
it.” 

“We’re  not  out  to  put  anyone 
out  of  business,”  Lee  said.  “All 
we  want  is  for  them  to  clean 
up.” 


Lee  said  that  the  Wua  Pei 
license  was  denied  because  of 
trash  disposal  problems  on  Har¬ 
rison  Avenue  near  Beach  Street. 
He  said  the  office  of 
neighborhood  services  opposed 
the  transfer  until  the  restaurants 
addressed  the  problem.  Accor¬ 
ding  to  Lee,  his  office  wasn’t 
singling  out  Wua  Pei  but  was  us¬ 
ing  the  occasion  of  the  license 
application  to  address  the 
disposal  problem,  which  he  said 
included  the  placing  of  open 
containers  of  garbage  and  grease 
on  the  street. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  owner 
of  Wua  Pei,  who  pays  to  have 
his  trash  removed,  believes  that 
it’s  unfair  for  his  restaurant  to  be 
singled  out  when  trash  from  all 
of  the  mall’s  restaurants  are 
placed  in  the  same  area. 

Larry  Moss,  the  attorney  for 
the  owner  of  Wua  Pei,  said  his 
client  was  a  perfect  example  of 
being  “in  the  wrong  place  at  the 
wrong  time.”  He  added  that 
singling  out  one  restaurant  was 
wrong  and  that  Wua  Pei  itself 
has  a  “100  percent  health 
rating.” 

Moss  said  that  he  was  study¬ 
ing  the  issue  of  whether  Lee  has 
a  conflict  of  interest  or  whether 
there  was  a  “hidden  agenda”  in 
his  actions. 

In  an  effort  to  make  the  matter 
more  fair,  the  Licensing  Board 
ordered  that  all  the  violations  in 
the  building  -  fire  and  trash 
disposal  -  be  corrected  and  that 
if  there  continued  to  be  viola¬ 
tions,  then  all  of  the  restaurants 
would  be  closed  down.  It  also 
ordered  each  restaurant  to  print 
its  name  on  restaurant  materials 
such  as  napkins  so  that  code  in¬ 
spectors  could  determine  which 
restaurant  was  in  violation.

she  worked  in  Chinatown  for 
Boston  Mayor  Kevin  White’s 
Little  City  Halls  program. 

In  1970  I  started  working  for 


the  mayor,”  she  says.  “Over 
the  four  years  working  in  that 
job,  I  realized  the  issue  was  ac¬ 
cess  -  political  and  social.”

she  says,  her  focus  wasn’t  par¬ 
ticularly  civil  rights,  though  that 
would  soon  change.  “The 
awareness  that  there  were  really 
significant  civil  rights  issues  we 
needed  to  address  in  the  com¬ 
munity  started  with  this  job,” 
she  says. 

Every  minority  group,  she 
suggests,  is  victimized  by  racism 
in  a  slightly  different  way,  and 
for  Asians  it  seems  to  be  ex¬ 
pressed  through  acts  of  aggres¬ 
sion.  “I  think  that  racial  violence 
is  the  area  where  we  (Asians) 
clearly  and  emphatically  view  it 
as  civil  rights,”  she  says. 

In  an  effort  to  explain  why 
violence  and  harassment  against 
Asians  seems  more  prevalent  in 
recent  years  than  it  was  25  years 
ago,  Chang  points  to  a  number 
of  factors.  First,  Asians  were 
“fewer  in  number”  and  thus 
“less  of  a  threat”  to  the  white 
majority  earlier  in  the  century. 

At  the  same  time,  she  ex¬ 
plains,  “We  were  forced  into 
enclaves”  like  Chinatown  and 
into  work  -  restaurant  and  laun¬ 
dry  jobs  -  that  didn’t  challenge 
whites.  “We  weren’t  threaten¬ 
ing,  at  least  in  the  Boston  area,” 
she  says,  explaining  that  the 
Asian  presence  became  more 
prominent  after  immigration 
laws  were  relaxed  in  1965. 

At  the  same  time,  says  Chang, 
Asians  have  often  been  reluctant 
to  view  certain  acts  as  instances 
of  civil  rights  violations.  “We

Bitter  Melon:  Stories  from  the 
Last  Rural  Chinese  Town  in 
America 

by  Jeff  Gillenkirk  and  James 
Motlow

Periodically,  Americans  look 
back  and  try  to  rediscover  the 
roots  of  our  modem  world,  not 
by  delving  into  an  ancient  past 
but  on  more  recent  memories  of 
a  generation  or  two  ago. 
Witness,  for  instance,  the  media 
attention  given  to  a  project  such 
as  Folkways :  A  Vision  Shared, 
wherein  memories  evoked  by 
folk  music  of  another  era  are 
recalled  and  revitalized  for  the 
present.  Memories  are  also 
evoked  by  black  and  white 
photographs  of  another  time, 
countenances  preserved  for  all 
time  by  photographers  aiming  to 
capture  the  stark  emotions 
beneath  the  exterior. 

Times  prosperous  and  not-so- 
good  are  recalled,  and  when 
coupled  with  accounts  of  a 
history  so  easily  lost,  these 
photographs  come  alive  for  so¬ 
meone  enmeshed  in  the  confu¬ 
sion  of  a  rootless  present. 

Photographer  James  Motlow 
spent  most  of  the  decade  of  the 
1970’s  in  Locke,  California, 
developing  friendships  with  his 
neighbors,  the  surviving 
members  of  the  oldest  Chinese 


town,  built  for  and  by  Chinese 
after  a  nearby  Chinatown  in 
Courtland  burned  to  the  ground 
in  1930. 

Motlow  found  a  vital  story  in 
Locke’s  inhabitants,  one  that 
would  lapse  into  a  forgotten  past 
-  perhaps  hinted  at  through  a 
museum  showpiece  -  or  come 
alive  if  the  stories  of  its  oldest 
denizens,  coupled  with 
photographs  past  and  present, 
could  become  portraits  in  a 
valuable  book. 

Bitter  Melon:  Stories  from  the 
Last  Rural  Chinese  Town  in 
America,  by  Jeff  Gillenkirk  and 
James  Motlow  (with  translations 
by  Connie  Chan;  published  by 
University  of  Washington 
Press),  is  such  a  valuable  book. 

Its  value  is  suggested  by  its  ti¬ 
tle.  Motlow  explains  that 
“America  must  have  been  like  a 
bitter  melon  for  these  Chinese 
who  came  here  expecting  riches, 
respect,  and  a  triumphant  return 
to  their  home  country,  and  in¬ 
stead  encountered  segregation 
poverty,  and  widespread 
discrimination.” 

The  taste  of  the  bitter  melon, 
therefore,  is  an  acquired  one  and 
best  appreciated  only  when  the 
initial  bitterness  is  past  one’s 
taste  buds.  The  appearance  of 
the  bitter  melon  with  its  folded 
skin  suggests  wrinkles  of  age  as 
seen  in  the  stark  black  and  white 


photographs  of  Locke’s  citizens. 
More  than  stiff  snapshots,  the 
photography  in  Bitter  Melon 
identifies  a  camera  preoccupied 
by  the  poise  of  its  subjects. 

These  subjects  occupy,  in  the 
context  of  their  interviews,  both 
a  past  and  a  present  which  are 
ill-fitted.  The  memories  of  the 
past  dredged  up  by  these  inter¬ 
views  stir  up  bittersweet  emo¬ 
tions.  However,  there  is  an  un¬ 
mistakable  fondness  for  what 
some  have  found  a  simpler  past, 
vestiges  of  which  remain  in  the 
present  structures  and  surroun¬ 
dings  of  Locke. 

Rickety  wooden  houses  line  a 
Main  Street  from  which 
alleyways  lead  to  back  gardens 
where  senior  citizens  tend  their 
Chinese  vegetables.  Not  far 
away  are  the  Sacramento  River, 
an  orchard  and  community 
gardens.  But  the  lifestyle 
associated  with  living  off  the 
land  surrounding  Locke  has  not 
appealed  to  Locke’s  descen¬ 
dants;  most  of  Locke’s  children 
have  left  town.  The  town’s 
future  is  not  controlled  by  its 
residents,  but  instead  lies  in  the 
hands  of  a  development  outfit 
constrained  by  market  demands 
and  state  restrictions  aimed  at 
preserving  Locke’s  historicity. 

Locke’s  old  and  young 
residents  also  straddle  the  line 
between  past  and  present.  Those 


most  consumed  by  their  pasts 
are  living  the  rest  of  their  days 
enjoying  Locke’s  laid-back  pre¬ 
sent;  the  days  of  sharecropping 
and  10-12-hour  days  of 
backbreaking  labor  are  only 
hinted  at  now  by  the  time  spent 
in  maintaining  personal  plots  in 
the  community  gardens.  Those 
who  remained  bachelors  now 
spend  their  days  for  the  most 
part  alone.  Yet  a  couple  of  men 
display  their  colorful  per¬ 
sonalities  by  driving  around 
town  in  a  Mustang  convertible, 
broadcasting  over  ham  radio  and 
suspended  backyard  speakers, 
or  being  avid  baseball  fans. 

Those  who  have  accomodated 
themselves  to  changing  cir¬ 
cumstances  have  done  well  for 
themselves  occupying  niches 
outside  of  Locke.  Whether 
working  for  the  state  or  starting 
independent  businesses  in  real 
estate,  these  opportunistic 
emigrants  from  Locke,  now 
middle-aged,  have  viewed  the 
town  as  roots  from  which  they 
have  branched  out  or  as  a  second 
home  -  perhaps  a  nice  place  to 
visit  to  remind  them  of  the 
distance  they  have  travelled. 

For  Locke’s  youngest 
citizens,  it  appears  that  the 
vestiges  of  the  town  that  once 
was  the  boom  of  the  area  in 
terms  of  the  vices  offered  - 


the  drinking,  gambling  and  pro¬ 
stitution  that  beset  the  bachelor 
society  of  another  time  -  has  not 
much  to  offer.  For  them  the  ef¬ 
forts  to  preserve  the  historic 
aspects  of  the  area  -  roping  off 
the  houses,  for  instance  -  are  not 
enough  to  guarantee  the  coex- 
istance  of  the  new  with  the  old. 

The  urge  to  leave,  however,  is 
coupled  with  the  desire  to  “hang 
in  there.”  And  this  best 
represents  overall  the  mixture  of 
sentiments  that  accompany  a 
work  such  as  Bitter  Melon.  One 
wants  to  move  forward  without 
forgetting  what’s  past,  for  the 
past  gives  perspective  to  the  pre¬ 
sent. 

That  a  book  such  as  Bitter 
Melon,  along  with  other  books 
of  the  same  genre  such  as 
Ruthanne  Lum  McCunn’s 
Chinese  American  Portraits,  ex¬ 
ists  suggests  that  a  literary  tradi¬ 
tion  can  be  sustained  as  Asians 
become  more  and  more  a  part  of 
the  American  fabric  of  life.  Bit¬ 
ter  Melon  is  a  tale  well  woven.

6  6 Red  Sorghum”  -  a  Classic  Film  from  China 


by  Robert  O’Malley 

A  young  girl  is  offered  in  mar¬ 
riage  to  a  rich  winemaker  who 
suffers  from  leprosy.  As  a  band 
of  porters  and  musicians  escort 
her  across  a  desolate  landscape, 
she  is  jolted  in  her  carriage  -  in¬ 
sulted  for  marrying  such  a  man 

In  “Red  Sorghum,”  a  film  by 
Chinese  director  Zhang  Yimou, 
the  details  of  nature  -  the  rising 
dust  of  an  arid  landscape,  the 
oppressive  sun,  the  wind  in¬ 
vading  the  sorghum  fields  - 
seem  almost  physically  present. 

In  the  course  of  her  journey  to 
the  home  of  her  husband,  the 
young  girl,  whose  nickname  is 
Nine,  is  drawn  to  one  of  the 
porters.  When  the  entourage  is 
attacked  by  a  bandit,  who  at¬ 
tempts  to  take  her  into  the  fields, 
it’s  the  porter  who  foils  the  at¬ 
tack. 

Unhappy  with  her  new  life  as 
the  wife  of  the  rich  wine  maker, 
Nine  -  while  making  a  tradi¬ 
tional  trip  home  three  days  after 
her  wedding  -  has  an  encounter 
with  the  porter,  which  seals  their 
connection. 

Following  her  husband’s 
murder  -  rumored  to  be  the  work 
of  the  porter  -  the  porter  shows 
up  at  her  doorstep  and  eventual¬ 
ly  becomes  her  new  husband. 
Together  they  begin  the  task  of 
harvesting  the  sorghum  and 
making  the  rich  red  wine,  which 
in  the  film  becomes  a  symbol  of 
both  life  and  death:  Of  life 

because  it  is  believed  to  kill  all 
germs  and  resembles  the  blood 
of  life;  and  of  death  because  it 
flows  like  blood  pouring  from  a 
body  in  violent  death. 

A  film  that  tells  a  simple  story 
of  rural  life,  “Red  Sorghum” 


relies  for  its  force  on  the 
unspoken,  invisible  emotions 
that  connect  the  characters  to 
each  other  and  to  the  land,  which 
is  photographed  in  rich  detail  by 
cinematographer  Gu  Changwei. 

Throughout  the  film,  the 
camera  dwells  on  the  tall  fields 
of  sorghum  as  they  shift  in  the 
wind  and  change  color  as  the  day 
progresses;  on  the  wine  flowing 

from  the  barrel  to  the  jug  ;  on  the 
sky  at  twilight  or  sunset;  on  the 
moon  rising  over  the  fields. 

In  one  scene  a  field  and  road 
are  photographed  at  twilight, 
when  the  field  has  a  greenish 
glow  and  the  road  a  bluish  tint. 
In  another  scene,  night  settles 
over  the  fields,  barely  visible 
through  a  bluish  foggy  light. 
While  in  other  films  such 
camera  effects  may  seem  gim¬ 
micky,  in  “Red  Sorghum”  they 
are  seamlessly  woven  into  the 
narrative,  drawing  the  viewer 
closer  to  the  land  and  in  turn 
closer  to  the  people  who  live  on 
it. 

In  this  film,  you  can  almost 
feel  the  heat  rising  off  the  fields, 
the  wind  blowing  against  the 
stalks  of  sorghum,  the  dust 

enveloping  the  laborers;  the  in¬ 
sects  sticking  to  the  sweating 
workers. 

As  the  film  progresses.  Nine 
and  her  husband  have  a  child, 
who,  as  an  adult,  is  actually  the 
narrator  of  the  story.  Their  lives 
flow  with  an  even  rhythm,  with 
the  sorghum  being  harvested  and 
the  wine  being  made  year  after 
year.  Then  their  lives  suddenly 
change.  The  Japanese  invade 
China  and  order  the  people  to 
help  them  build  a  road  that  will

cut  through  the  sorghum  fields 
-the  source  of  their  prosperity. 

Eventually  those  who  refiise 
to  cooperate  with  the  Japanese 
are  rounded  up  and  tortured. 
One  of  them  is  Luohan,  a 
favorite  of  Nine’s  who  is  skinn¬ 
ed  alive  by  a  butcher. 

When  Nine  urges  the  others  to 
revenge  his  murder,  a  plot  is 
mounted  to  ambush  the  Japanese 
convoy.  Played  in  slow  motion, 
the  scene  ends  badly,  the  red 
wine  that  flowed  earlier  is 
changed  to  blood,  and  a  child 
screams  in  the  dark. 

While  a  number  of  contem¬ 
porary  Chinese  films  recently 


shown  in  Boston  seemed  to  be 
still  in  an  experimental  stage 
-with  their  film  makers  still  sear¬ 
ching  for  an  original  voice 
-“Red  Sorghum”  has  made  a 
giant  leap  forward,  showing  that 

Chinese  filmmakers  are  indeed 
entering  a  new  creative  phase 
after  years  of  government 
repression. 

“Peking  Opera  Blues’’ 

In  “Peking  Opera  Blues,”  the 
daughter  of  a  tyrant  returns  to 
China  after  attending  school 
abroad.  Dressed  like  a  man,  she 
moves  into  her  father’s  house  to 
plot  with  a  fellow  conspirator 
the  theft  of  a  document  impor¬ 


tant  to  her  revolutionary  group. 

Framed  by  the  efforts  of  the 
conspirators  to  get  the  document 
as  well  as  by  the  goings-on  at  the 
local  opera  house,  the  film  is  a 
humorous,  fast-paced  movie  that 
reflects  the  highly-stylized  ac¬ 
ting  and  characterizations  of 
Peking  opera. 

Relying  heavily  on  acrobatics, 
slap-stick  humor,  and  a  cast  of 
exaggerated,  almost  cartoon-like 
characters,  “Peking  Opera 
Blues,”  by  Hong  Kong  director 
Tsui  Hark,  is  not  a  film  to  be 
taken  too  seriously.  In  fact,  even 
when  the  film  seems  to  make  a 
veiled  comment  on  politics  or  on 
the  relationships  between  the 
characters,  the  emotions  and 
gestures  are  so  exaggerated  that 
they  become  funny. 

Skillfully  photographed 
-especially  the  numerous  chase 
scenes  as  well  as  some  of  the 
moody,  highly -stylized  night 
and  evening  scenes  -  “Peking 
Opera  Blues”  works  if  the 
viewer  wants  only  to  be  enter¬ 
tained.  It’s  not,  however,  a  film 
that  goes  much  further  than  that 
-  the  characters  are  too 
undeveloped  to  leave  much  of  an 
impression. 

Moreover,  the  film  at  times 
seems  to  be  drawing  on  two  dif¬ 
ferent  sensibilities  -  one  Chinese 
and  one  Western,  which 
together  sometimes  give  the  film 
a  fragmented  quality.  On  the 
other  hand,  though,  it’s  pro¬ 
bably  the  very  thing  that  makes 
“Peking  Opera  Blues  ”  a 
distinctly  Hong  Kong  movie. 

(“Red  Sorghum  ”  and  “Peking 
Opera  Blues  ”  were  both  shown 
at  the  Coolidge  Comer  Movie 
House  in  Brookline  in  March.)

have  sort  of  suppressed  and 
denied  our  problems  for  so  long 
that  a  lot  of  them  don’t  surface,  ’  ’ 
she  says. 

Also,  she  adds,  Asians  in  the 
past  may  have  been  reluctant  to 


see  themselves  as  victims  of  pre¬ 
judice,  though  that  attitude  ha- 
changed  as  racist  acts  against 
Asians  have  become  more  overt. 
“We  realized  that  some  things 
happening  to  us  were  happening 
because  of  our  race  and  color 
too,”  she  says. 

Moreover,  she  asserts,  Asians 
tend  to  blame  themselves  for 


their  failures  or  difficulties 
rather  than  attribute  them  to 
discrimination.  “If  it’s  happening 
to  us  it’s  because  I  wasn’t 
prepared  or  it’s  not  my 
strength,”  she  says,  describing 
how  Asians  might  rationalize 
away  what  might  actually  be  the 
work  of  prejudice.

discrimination  occurs  when 
Asians  are  constantly  called  on 
to  prove  that  they’re  Americans. 
“Even  by  look,  we’re  assumed 
to  be  foreigners,”  she  says.  “So 
the  assumption  is  we  always 
come  from  outside  this 
country.” 

“We  have  to  start  changing 
it,”  she  says.  “We’ve  got  to 
assert  that  we’re  Americans 
too.” 

“For  so  many  years  we 
thought  of  ourselves  as  sou- 
joumers  in  this  country,”  she 
says.  “We’re  not  the  only  ones 
who  do  it.  Latinos  do  it  too. 
These  are  long  term  things  we 
have  to  change.” 

In  recent  years  violence 
against  Asians  has  become  more 
prevalent  -  a  development  that 
Chang  attributes  to  a  number  of 
factors.  Some  of  this  aggression 
against  Asians,  she  says,  can  be 
attributed  to  the  Vietnam  War. 

“Now  the  people  who  look 
like  them  are  here,”  she  says, 
referring  to  the  way  Asians 
might  be  viewed  by  people  who 
are  still  angry  about  the  war. 
Also  a  factor,  she  adds,  is 
“some  of  of  the  economic 
downturn  over  the  last  few 
years,  ”  coupled  with  the  surg¬ 
ing  economy  of  Japan. 

“It’s  all  these  factors  combin¬ 
ed,  she  says,  that  “makes  it  easy.  - 
for  white  Americans  to  target 
Asians  as  scapegoats  -  as  the 
causes  of  their  problems.” 

Chang  believes  that  some  of 
these  developments  could  have 


been  avoided  if  political  and 
religious  leaders  were  more 
forceful  in  condemning  early 
signs  of  racism.  “I  think 
sometimes  it’s  a  lack  of  leader¬ 
ship,”  she  says.  “This  country 
was  founded  on  the  principle  of 
freedom  for  all  its  residents,  and 
it’s  unlawful  to  discriminate, 
especially  to  physically  harm 
people,  because  of  their  race  or 
creed.” 

In  addition,  says  Chang,  there 
is  the  “perception  that  Asians 
are  getting  things  they  don’t 

deserve.”  Southeast  Asians,  she 
says,  are  often  singled  out 

this  regard,  attributing  the 
misundertanding  to  a  belief  that 
Asians  are  benefitting  at  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  whites. 

The  Civil  Rights  Coalition, 
says  Chang,  exists  to  address 
such  issues. 

Of  particular  interest  to 
Chang,  who  also  works  for  the 
US  Office  for  Civil  Rights,  are 
employment  issues  facing 
minorities  as  well  as  Asian- 
related  issues. 

While  there  will  always  be  a 
strong  moral  obligation  to  hire 
minority  workers,  says  Chang, 
she  also  tries  to  impress  on  peo¬ 
ple  a  more  practical  reason  for 
Turing  Asians  and  other 
minorities.  Without  them  in  the 
labor  force,  she  says,  the  pro¬ 
ductivity  of  the  US  economy 
could  suffer  in  the  long  run.

Group  Plans  First  Asian  Bank  in  Boston 


Wayne  B.  T.  Lam,  (I)  and  Robert  S.  Perry,  the  principal  organizers  of  the  Boston  &

A  group  of  Asian  and  non- 
Asian  investors  are  currently 
seeking  capital  to  open  a 
Chinatown  bank  that  would 
serve,  and  be  controlled  by,  the 
Asian  community. 

The  principal  organizers  of 
the  bank  -  known  as  the  Boston 
&  Pacific  Bank  and  Trust  Com¬ 
pany  -  are  Wayne  B.T.  Lam, 
who  for  eight  years  worked  at 
the  Chinatown  branch  of  the 
Shawmut  Bank,  and  Robert  S. 
Perry,  who  in  die  course  of  his 
21  years  with  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Boston  helped  organize 
three  sibsidiary  banks.  More 
recently  Perry  was  chief  ex¬ 
ecutive  officer  of  the  Bank  of 
Boston,  Toronto,  Canada. 

According  to  Perry,  the  new 
Chinatown  bank  will  be  a 
“broad-based  bank”  with  a 
“board  of  directors  made  up  of 
individuals  both  from  within  and 
without  the  community.”  As  a 
commercial  bank,  he  added,  it 
will  “offer  many  of  the  services 
common  to  all  commercial 
banks  -  checking,  savings  and 
Now  accounts,  and  loans  for 
commercial  and  residential  real 
estate.” 

“We  also  want  to  tailor  many 
of  our  services  toward  the  com¬ 
munity.  All  our  tellers  and  retail 
bank  staff  will  be  bilingual,”  he 
said,  adding  that  the  bank  would 


probably  be  open  Saturday  mor¬ 
nings  and  possibly  one  or  two 
nights  a  week. 

Perry  said  the  bank,  to  be 
located  at  a  still-undetermined 
site  in  Chinatown,  would  pro¬ 
vide  a  variety  of  international 
services.  He  said  it  would  even¬ 
tually  broaden  its  services  to  in¬ 
clude  trade  financing. 

“I  think  that  a  lot  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  community  feel  that 


they’re  not  being  adequately 
served  by  the  banks  that  are 

here,”  said  Perry,  who  explain¬ 
ed  that  linguistic  and  cultural 
barriers  sometimes  make  it  dif¬ 
ficult  for  Asians  to  receive  quali¬ 
ty  service  in  non- Asian  banks. 

Perry  pointed  out  that 
although  Boston  has  the  fourth 
largest  Chinatown  in  the  coun¬ 
try,  it  is  still  without  its  own 
Asian-controlled  bank.  He  said 


Council  Creates  New  Asian 
American  Business  Association 


The  Chinatown-South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  is  cur¬ 
rently  forming  a  business 
association  to  address  the  con¬ 
cerns  of  the  Asian  business  com¬ 
munity. 

“It’s  been  in  the  minds  of  a  lot 
of  people  over  the  years,”  said 
Council  moderator  William 
Moy,  “but  no  one  has  been  able 
to.  get  it  off  the  ground.”  Moy 
said  the  new  organization  would 
serve  the  function  of  a  chamber 
of  commerce  for  the  Chinatown 
business  community. 

Developed  by  die  council’s 
Business  and  Cultural  Commit¬ 
tee,  the  Asian/American 
Chinatown  Business  Association 
is  meant  to  be  guided  in  its  initial 
stages  by  the  Neighborhood 
Council  but  will  eventually 
become  an  independent  entity, 
said  Council  member  Davis 
Woo.  He  said  bylaws  have  been 
drawn  up  for  the  association. 

Woo  said  the  organization  has 
received  funding  commitments 
from  a  number  of 

downtown  developers  and  local 
institutions,  including 
Metropolitan/Columbia  Plaza 
Joint  Venture,  Campeau  Corp., 
F.D.  Rich,  and  the  New 
England  Medical  Center. 

The  association,  he  said, 
would  hire  a  director  and  would 
charge  annual  membership  dues 
based  on  the  number  of  workers 
employed  by  businesses,  with 
one  to  three  employees  requiring 
$60  in  dues,  four  to  seven  $120 
and  eight  or  more  $240.  Dues 
for  corporations  and  institutions 
would  be  $2,000. 

Woo  said  the  group  has  a 
number  of  objectives,  including 
the  following: 


*  To  create  a  unified  voice  for 
Chinatown  businessmen, 
especially  in  their  dealings  with 
the  city  in  getting  services. 

*  To  purchase  group  in¬ 
surance  -  health,  fire,  etc.  -  for 
businesses  at  reduced  rates,  as 
well  as  nighttime  security  for 
Chinatown  businesses. 

*  To  develop  a  storefront  im¬ 
provement  and  open  space  plan 
to  make  the  area  more  appealing 
to  visitors. 

*  To  help  promote  Chinatown 
as  a  shopping  area  and  develop 
long-range  plans  for  Chinatown 
expansion  in  the  nearby  Hinge 
Block  and  Gateway  areas. 

Members  could  be  drawn 
from  Chinatown  businesses. 


Asian-run  businesses  in  the 
suburbs,  as  well  as  other  area 
businesses  and  developers  who 
may  want  to  join  to  show  their 
support  for  Chinatown. 

Frank  Chin  of  Cathay  Comer 
and  Peter  Liu  have  been  chosen 
co-chairmen  of  the  Association 
with  a  third  co-chairman  still  to 
be  named.  Woo  said  the 
Association,  which  plans  to 
begin  operating  this  month, 
already  has  verbal  commitments 
from  about  50  of  Chinatown’s 
almost  250  businesses.

many  Asian  communities  in 
large  metropolitan  areas  across 
the  country  have  at  least  one 
Asian- American  bank. 

Perry  said  that  a  number  of 
steps  must  be  taken  to  open  the 
bank  and  that  the  group  has 
already  received  the  initial  go- 
ahead  from  the  state.  “In  late 
October,”  he  said,  “the  Board 
of  Bank  Incorporation  gave  us 
the  initial  approval  to  form  the 
bank.” 

In  seeking  approval,  the 
organizers  “had  to  convince 
them  of  the  need  for  a  bank  to 
serve  the  community  and  also 
convince  them  we  could  serve 
those  needs,”  Perry  said. 

The  next  step  was  to  elect  a 
board  of  directors  and  adopt 
bylaws,  he  said.  To  pass  the 
final  hurdle  and  open  the  bank, 
the  organizers  must  sell  $5 
million  in  bank  shares  to  acquire 
the  necessary  capital  stock.  The 
group  has  received  committ¬ 
ments  for  $1  million  from 
organizers  and  directors  and  is 
now  making  a  public  offering  of 
stock  to  the  Asian,  as  well  as 
non- Asian,  communities. 

The  bank  will  open  as  soon  as 
the  organizers  satisfy  the  capital 
requirements,  said  Perry,  who 
suggested  that  it  would  probably 
open  sometime  between  June 
and  September. 

Individual  investors  must  pur¬ 


chase  at  least  240  units  of  stock 
at  $10  a  share,  for  a  minimum 
investment  of  $2,400.  To 
stimulate  stock  sales,  the 
organizers  are  selling  warrants 
for  the  future  purchase  of  one 
additional  share  at  the  current 


price  for  every  three  shares  pur¬ 
chased  . 

Perry,  who  has  been  named 
board  chairman,  president  and 
chief  executive  officer,  said  the 
idea  to  open  an  Asian-run  bank 
had  been  considered  about  18 
years  ago.  About  a  year  ago, 
Lam,  who  has  been  named  vice 
president  and  director,  revived 
the  idea  and  approached  Perry. 

Last  year,  said  Perry,  the 
organizers  met  with  Chinatown 
community  leaders  to  discuss  the 
plan  and  found  that  they  sup¬ 
ported  the  idea  “as  long  as  tne 
bank  was  responsible  to  the 
community.”  Eighteen  to  20 
bank  organizers  were  then  found 
to  contribute  funds  to  cover  the 
cost  of  organizing  the  bank,  he 
said.

kind  of  control  the  neighborhood  would 
seek  over  the  so-called  “Gateway”  area, 
he  said  that  “it  could  be  ownership”  or 
“veto  rights”  over  the  kind  of  develop¬ 
ment  that  occurs  there.  “We  have  been 
discussing  it  in  the  land  use  meetings,” 
he  added. 

Moy  suggested  that  some  commercial 
or  industrial  development  or  a  possible 
joint  venture  with  a  Chinatown  institution 
such  as  Tufts  University  may  be  ap¬ 
propriate  for  the  area. 

Another  council  member,  Davis  Woo, 
agreed  that  Chinatown  should  have  rights 
to  the  development  of  the  parcels  and  urg¬ 
ed  that  the  neighborhood  begin  consider¬ 
ing  a  plan  for  the  area  now  even  though 
the  land  may  not  be  available  for  another 
10  years. 

Woo  also  pointed  out  that  the  new  zon¬ 
ing  code  being  developed  for  Chinatown 
has  designated  the  “Gateway”  as  an  area 
where  Chinatown  can  expand  and  where 
larger  structures  and  businesses  would  be 
allowed.  Woo  suggested  that  some 
Chinatown  businesses  -  such  as  large 
markets  -  are  losing  customers  because 
the  streets  are  so  congested. 

Woo  suggested  a  number  of  develop¬ 
ment  options  for  the  Gateway  area,  in¬ 
cluding  a  joint  venture  by  community  and 
private  developers  or  a  venture  in  which 
the  community  would  join  with  Tufts 
University  or  the  New  England  Medical 
Center  to  develop  a  project  there. 

Tunney  Lee,  a  board  member  of  the 
Asian  Community  Development  Council 
as  well  as  chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Urban  Studies  and  Planning  at  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology, 
was  one  of  the  first  to  pinpoint  the  area  as 
a  site  for  future  Chinatown  expansion. 


In  a  recent  study  by  the  MIT  Urban- 
Design  Studio  on  Chinatown  in  the  year 
2000,  it  was  noted  that  “The  public  agen¬ 
cies  which  stripped  away  two  edges  of 
Chinatown  are  now  overseeing  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Artery/Third  Harbor  Tunnel  con¬ 
struction  projects.” 

“Before  the  Gateway  is  sold  to  the 
highest  bidder  on  the  open  market,”  it 
continues,  “these  agencies,  operating  in 
the  public  trust,  with  public  dollars,  must 
now  recognize  that  it  is  only  right  for 
Chinatown  to  stake  a  claim  on  the  site,  as 
restitution.” 

Now,  says  Lee,  is  the  time  for 
Chinatown  to  “stake  a  claim.”  “The 
claim,”  he  adds,  “is  based  on  redress. 
The  turnpike  did  a  good  job  of  ripping 
apart  Chinatown.” 

Lee  offered  a  number  of  development 
options  for  the  area  that  would  offer  both 
professional  and  unskilled  job  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  Chinatown  residents.  He  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  site  could  be  used  for  the 
development  of  small  businesses  or  for  a 
food  processing  complex  and  distribution 
area.  He  said  the  “infield”  parcel  would 
be  especially  appropriate  for  larger 
developments. 

Lee  suggested  that  one  way  to  gain  con¬ 
trol  of  the  parcels  would  be  for  a 
Chinatown  group  to  join  with  private 
developers  to  acquire  a  99-year  lease  for 
the  land. 

“There  should  be  a  formal  Chinatown 
request  to  the  Turnpike  Authority  and  the 
EOTC  (Executive  Office  of  Transporta¬ 
tion  and  Construction)  to  start  that  pro¬ 
cess,”  says  Lee.  “There’s  a  tremendous 
amount  of  promise  in  that  site  and  you 
have  to  plan  for  it  now.”

To  make  the  plan  possible.  Tufts  would 
sell  the  city  a  section  of  the  Posner  park¬ 
ing  lot  that  would  run  from  Posner  Hall  to 
the  edge  of  the  Tyler  Street  town  houses, 
while  the  city  would  sell  Tufts  the  site  of 
the  South  Cove  YMCA  and  a  small  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  Posner  parking  lot  -  know  as 
Parcel  P2  -  near  the  Harvard  Street  edge. 

The  rationale  behind  the  plan  is  that 
Tufts  would  build  its  research  buildings 
in  an  area  outside  the  core  Chinatown 
residential  district,  while  the  BRA  would 
use  the  more  residential  parking  lot  area 
to  develop  Chinatown  housing. 

To  make  these  changes  possible,  Tufts 
had  to  sell  the  New  England  Medical 
Center  land  it  owned  on  the  Parcel  C  site 
on  Oak  Street  -  land  earmarked  for  a 
community  center  -  in  exchange  for 
NEMC  land  in  the  Posner  lot,  Moffatt 
said. 

While  earlier  speculation  suggested 
that  Posner  Hall  -  which  currently  con¬ 
tains  dormitory  space,  classrooms  and  of¬ 
fices  -  would  be  sold  to  the  city  for 
Chinatown  housing,  the  current  plan  calls 
for  Tufts  to  retain  the  building  for  the 
time  being. 

Moffatt,  however,  said  that  he  believed 
the  site  of  the  Posner  building  would 
eventually  be  used  for  Chinatown  hous¬ 
ing  once  Tufts  found  space  to  relocate  the 
offices,  dorms  and  classrooms  currendy 
located  there.  He  said  that  the  Posner 
building  site  could  be  available  for  hous¬ 
ing  about  five  to  seven  years  from  now 
when  the  university  enters  phase  two  of 
its  plan. 

Moffatt,  meanwhile,  projected  that  the 
Tufts  project  wouldn’t  be  built  im¬ 
mediately.  “In  three  to  five  years  we 
should  start  a  project,”  he  said,  adding 
that  further  discussions  would  be  held 


with  the  BRA  and  the  Chinatown-South 
Cove  Neighborhood  Council  before  the 
20-year  plan  could  be  made  final.  “My 
feeling  is  we’re  close  to  an  agreement 
with  the  council,”  he  asserted. 

Moffatt  explained  that  originally  Tufts 
had  planned  to  build  a  longer,  lower 
building  along  Harrison  Avenue  but  that 
the  plan  was  changed  after  the  communi¬ 
ty  and  the  BRA  proposed  that  the  site  in¬ 
stead  be  used  for  housing.  The  universi¬ 
ty,  he  added,  at  the  urging  of  die  BRA, 
was  then  free  to  develop  taller  buildings 
on  the  narrower  sites. 

In  a  related  matter,  Moffatt  said  the 
university  would  welcome  a  possible 
joint  venture  with  Chinatown  to  develop 
land  near  Kneeland  Street  that  will 
become  available  with  the  construction  of 
the  new  Central  Arteiy .  ‘  ‘It  might  suit  the 
community  and  Tufts  to  have  some  joint 
venture,”  said  Moffatt,  who  added  that 
the  idea  hadn’t  been  brought  to  his  atten¬ 
tion  prior  to  the  meeting. 

Moffatt  also  noted  that  Tufts  had 
originally  studied  the  idea  of  building 
new  facilities  over  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  but  had  found  the  project  “too 
difficult.” 

In  commenting  on  the  Tufts  plan, 
neighborhood  council  member  Neil  Chin 
questioned  whether  the  two  large 
buildings  proposed  by  Tufts  would  create 
a  wall  between  the  Chinatown  business 
and  residential  districts.  Moffatt, 
however,  replied  that  the  buildings  would 
create  no  more  of  a  division  than  already 
exists  there. 

He  added  that  the  around  floors  of  the 
proposed  Tufts  buildings  would  have 
commercial  space  that  would  be  available 
to  the  community.  He  said  that  this  would 
reduce  the  potential  to  further  divide  the 
neighborhood  and  also  serve  as  a  “place
